Department Wants to Build Broad¬ 
casting Station in Brooklyn.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—The New 
York City Fire Department has ap¬ 
plied to the Federal Radio Commis¬ 
sion for a construction permit for a 
radio station at Empire Boulevard 
and Washington Avenue, Brooklyn, 
to use 125 watts power and to oper¬ 
ate on 1,596 kilocycles. 

Experimental Station W2XY, Dong 
Island City, using 500 watts, has 
asked a license renewal. 

WSL of the Mackay Radio and 
Telegraph Company, Sayville, L. I., 
asks the use of 11,380 kilocycles as 
an additional frequency. 

The commission today issued Its 
general order No. 94 affecting avi¬ 
ation stations. The new order brings 
up to date the original aviation plan 
of the commission, with amendments 
made since the first order was is¬ 
sued. It does not change the present 
set-up. ' 
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
